Doctor. We are all chagrin and diſturb'd to the 
laſt Degree, tho' ſtil] firm to your Majeſty's luteseſt, 
and to that of our beloved Maſter : Extreamly uneaſy 
we are, to find your Majeſt; ſo hard drove, as to be 
under a Neceſlicy of making a Peace, before you can 
get better Terms for your Graudſon, and for our 
rightful King, whom we thought we ſhould have 
had reſtored long before this, by your powerful Aſſi- 
ſtance, and the Diſtractions we have been endeavour- 
ing to make in Great Britain to ſerve you both. 

James. Good Doctor, We are wonderfully ſatis- 
fy'd and pleas'd with the faithful Services, you and 
the reſt of our Friends have been doing vs all along in 
thoſe our Kingdoms; but our great Friend here, has 
had ſo many unfortunate Campaigns of late, that 
he cannot at preſent do for us what he would; and if 
he ſhould continue the War, to reſtore us to our juſt 
Rights, it is poſſible (now the Cards run ſo much 
againſt him ) he may thereby be incapacitated hereaf-

ter, from affording us that Aſſiſtance which he really 
intends; therefore if by another Treaty, or ſome 
lucky Hit of Fortune this Summer, he can but ſecure 
ſucha Part of Spain for his Grandſon, as he aims at; 
we doubt not, when he has breath'd a while, he will 
be able again to ſeize upon that whole Kingdom, and 
then reſtore us to ours alſo ; But, as our dear Father, 
(now in Heaven) has often aſlur'd us, when in ſuch 
Circumſtances, the greateſt Service you and your 
Friends can do us in England, is to continue and en- 
creaſe the Diviſions among the Hereticks, and (if 
poſſible) to bring them to a War among themſelves, 


and then we will come over, and with a little additi- 


onal Strength from hence, joyn our Friends, and at 
once poſſeſs our ſelf of our Dominions, before our 
Enemies can have any Aſſiſtance from their damn'd 
Brethren the Scorch, Dutch, or Hannoverians. 

Lewes. But we have juſt now received ſecret In- 
telligence from Great Britain, from no ordinay Hand, 
(and a hearty Friend of ours) that maugre all that 
has been done to divide them, there is ſtil] a good Un- 
derſtanding between the Low Church-men there, and 
thoſe call'd the Phanaticks, (who are both our irrecon- 
ſilable Enemies) that unleſs we can find ſome further 
ways todeceiveand bring over more of the low Church, 
to joyn with our true Friends, the Catholicks and High 
Church-men, you will not be able to gain your Point, 
without a much greater Aſſiſtance from us than we 
can ſuddenly afford you; therefore if the Doctor and 
we, can agree upon ſome further proper Expedients 
to fermeut, divide and embroil them, ſo as that there 
may be pretty near a Ballance in England, when an 
open Rupture ſhall happen, we will at that Inſtant 
ſend you over to your Friends with a ſmall Force; but 
yet ſuch as ſhall be ſufficient to turn the Scales on your 
Side; and when once you are reſtored, the Hereticks 
will find it a difficult Task to turn you out; having 
ſo many true Friends there already, who now have the 
Courage, and will then more ſecurely and naiverſally 
make it their Care to preach Daninatiou to any — 
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ſhall reſiſt the King upon any Pretence whatever; 
which, tho? it be even at this Time an excellent Do- 
Arine, to ſet the Hearts of your Subjects againſt the 
preſent Poſſeſſor; yet, when it has once reſtored you 
(their rightful King) to your Dominions, we can- 
not adviſe you too far to truſt choſe that preach it; 
but only ſuch of them as you know are throughly of 
the truly Roman Communion : For High-Church, by 
pretending to your dear Father, that it was their 
unalterable Opinion, and a Doctrine which they al- 
ways glory'd in, as having ever been the true Cha- 
raQeriſtick of the Church of England ( cho? all Europe 
knows it never was ſo of that Church they call Pro- 
teſtant, ſince their unnatural Revolt from their holy 
Mother): They deceiv'd him, and that Doctrine 
( by Accident ) was the Occalion of his Ruin: For he 
believing they would be true to their pompous Pro- 
feſſion, made too many large and haſty Steps to ac- 
compliſh his glorious Deſigns ; and thereby pinching 
ſome of the High- Church, that were not wholly of his 
Mind in the Matters of Religion, and were apprehen- 
five they ſhould loſe their great Poſts in the Church, 
to make room for ſome of our Prieſts. They that 
had valued themſelves for preaching this Doctrine 
before, reliſted him with a Vengeance, upon a Pre- 
tence that he was overturning their Conſticution, 
forſooth, and acting directly contrary to Law and 
his Coronation-Oath, as they call it in their Cant; 
as if Kings (whom they own'd, could do no Wrong, 
and were accountable to none but God ) were now, all 
of a ſudden, bound by Laws and Oaths. 

We mention .theſe things to you, that you may ob- 
ſer ve and avoid the Rocks he ſplit on; fortho* youmay 
make Uſe of the Hersticks to get into the Throne, yet 
when once you are well ſettled in it,truſt neither them 
nor their Doctrines; for by long Experience we have 
found it the beſt Way to convert or deſtroy them, and 
thoſe few Converts that we have made here, are not to 
be truſted neither, but ſtill wereckon it our Glory, that 
none dare openly own they differ from their Soveraign 
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in Matters of Religion: However at firſt, make not 
more Haſt than good Speed ; be content for a while 
to let the People have a Share in the Government, ac- 
cording to their preſent Conſtitution, *cill we can ſend 
you more Help; but endeavour to pleaſe and promote 
the High Church-men on every Occaſion; and in every 
thing, make them (for the preſent) abſolute in the 


Church; and it will tickle them ſo, that they will (up- 


on that Condition) continually preach Damnation to 
all that deny your being abſolute in the State: And 
when the Prieſts have once brought your People (like 
ours) to believe them in all they ſay, yon may ſoon 
make your ſelf what you pleaſe, and madel the Church 
afterwards to your own Mind, as we have done that 
in France to ours; and then what can hinder our united 
Force, from giving Laws to all the World ? 

Doctor. Your Majeſty and my beloved Maſter are 
certainly in the Right: But for the preſent I would be 
glad to have your Opinion, what is proper further to 
to be done. I and the reſt of our Friends in England, 
have hitherto, both by preaching and printing, done 
all we could think of (with any Safety to our ſelves) 
to ſet the Hereticks together by the Ears. And after 
the Nation was in a Ferment, we got the Mob to pull 
down the Diſſenters Meeting-Houſes, and thought 
that would have engaged them to Blows, or at leaſt to 
have made Reprizals on the Churches, by pulliug 
down or defacing ſome of them: But the Diſſenters 
ſaw thro* our Deſign therein, and they (contrary to al} 
our Expectations) bore it patiently, and let it alone 
to the Government to protect them: Thele Diſſen- 
ters (as well as the Lom Church- men) openly profeſs, 
they have not ſuch a Regard to lineal Deſcent, Proxi- 
taity of Blood, and divine Right of Kings, as we would 
perſwade them they ought to have; but will difown 
any Prince that is for deſtroying their Hereſy, and al- 
tering their Conſtitution into an abſolute Monarchy, 
notwithſtanding it be for all their Goods : Nay, al- 
tho? they ſhould ſee ſuch a King come out of the Hea- 
vens to 'em, with his Commiſſion to rule over 1 
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| and to entail his Crown to his eldeſt Sons and Daugh- 


ters: But if they can have a King or Queen that will 
rule them according to their Laws, they are as zealous 
for ſuch a Prince, as if he were lineally deſcended. 

We are perſwaded, tho” they believe that our dear 
Maſter was only the adopted Son of our late glorious 
and immortal (yet unfortunate) King James, and of his 
bleſſed Queen, tho* High Church believe the contrary, 
and it remains proved upon their Records, that you are 
really the Son of the Queen's Body, and tho? this was a 
Trick put upon them; yet if you had been bur a Here- 
tick, and their Parliament had made you theit King (co 
keep out a good Catholick lineally and immediately 
deſcended from their Kings) they would now have 
been as zealous for you, as they were for their late, 
and are now for the preſent Poſ]:{ſor. For they have 
ſuch an implacable Aver ſion to the true Roman Catho- 
lick Religion, with an abſolute Monarchy, and are ſo 
fond of what they call the Reformation, with a mix'd 
Monarchy, that they will hazard all that's dear to ein 
in the World, to keep ont the former and preſerve the 
latter. I have for many Years (under the Diſguiſe 
of a High Churckh- Heritick, wherein | have been al- 
ways capable of doing your Majeſties the moſt Set- 
vice) obſerv'd the Temper of the Enzliſh Heicticks 1 
and find I can do little good upon any of them, excepc 
thoſe that hate their damnable Societies for Reformari- 
on of Manners, and ſuch are eaſily perſwaded to believe 
the Difference between the Church and the D.ſſcrters 
is much greater than it is: Therefore it has beea all 
along my Study, and the Endeavours of the reſt of our 
Friends in Exgland, to run down that Society, and to 
widen the Differences among the Herericks, by pro- 


poſing an Accomodation between the Church of Erg- 


land and that of France, repreſenting the preſent Diffe- 
rences between them as very ſmall; but che Ditte- 
rence between the Church of F»g/and and the Hν,Eë. 
ricks to be very great; tho? in Reality betu een Ler- 
Church (eſtabliſh'd ia the Times of cheit Hover at 
Princes) and thoſe call'd Prebires ian, there is 25 Uit- 
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ference, except a little in their Diſcipline, and in a few 
inſignificant Ceremonies: For in thoſe noble Ceremo- 
nies,that ſhould diſtinguiſh them to be of our true High 
Church of England, eſtabliſhed in the Reigns of our 
Catholick Princes, and which indeed no Power on 
Earth could alter; I ſay, theſe Ceremonies, both Low- 
Church and Phanaticks, are agreed to reject utterly ; 
and even thoſe few Ceremonies we have prevail'd with 
them to continue, yet they often (to our great Morti- 
fication) declare, that they do not uſe them to the 
End we do. — I have induſtriouſly and with a ſeem- 
ing Zeal for their Security, perſwaded abundance to 
believe themſelves in Danger from the preſent Poſſeſ- 
for, the Low-Church and the Diſſenters; and this has 
taken with many, tho” the Hereticks have no other 
Friends in England; and could we make them more 
diſtruſt, and effectually weaken one another, we ſhould 
ſoon be too hard for them all; but if the wicked De- 
ſigns of a Comprehenſion and Reformation be not 
ſpoil'd, our Cauſe will fink, and it will for ever be in 
vain for us to attempt a Reſtoration. In Order to 
obtain the noble Ends we have propoſed to our ſelves, 
| have adviſed all our Friends to inſinuate into the 
Church-folks, the Danger they are in of loſeing their 
Employments by the Poſſeſſor's Toleration of the Diſ- 
ſenters; telling them that there is no ſuch thing as a 
Law for the Toleration, 'tis only a legal Impunity to 
Conſciences truly ſcrupulous, and that there is not one 
of them truly ſo; for their Pretences to Conſcience 
is only a Cloak for their Obſtinacy, and even this be- 
ing pleaſant, is taken for Goſpel, becauſe it comes 
from me. lobſerve this Argument about their 
Employments prevails more than any thing] elſe I 
can ſay, and I knew this would move abundance, 
where that of Religion (in reallity) ſignifies nothing 
at all with them; only the Pretence of the Church's 
Danger ſerves to hide the other, which would not ap- 
pear well alone. 1 have privately adviſed others to 
do all they can to get this preſent Patliament diſſolv'd, 
who if they had ſata little longer would have ruin'd 
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our Cavſe, and therefore I have order'd our Friends 
to inſinuare to the People that they are a Parcel of 
Schiſmaticks and Republicans, and indeed what elſe 
are all the Proteſtant Church of England Men but Schiſ- 
maticks from our holy Church, and to be for a mix d 
Monarchy is to he for a Commonwealth: For a King 
bound by Laws, Promiſes and Oaths is no more than a 
Sradtholder, Now, if (by making a Buſtle and deceiy- 
ing the Miniltry by ſome cunning Addreſſes) we can 
but get a new Houſe of Commons, to our Mind, before 
the People's Eyes are open'd to lee what we drive at, 
then we will torce your Siſter and the Lords to what 
we pleaſe z tho' as Matters at preſent itand ) when 
we have once ſecut d a Houſe of Commous, I am for 
doing Things gradually at firſt ; we deliga to begin 
with ditabling her, trom having at any Time the 
Service of the Diflentets, (under the Pretence of 
purging the Church of Hypocrites). This it well 
manag'd and improved will make ſome of the P:ſſene 
ters unable, and the reſt unwilling to aſſiſt their Queen, 
create a Hatred between them, make them appear 
more odious to all other People, and raiſe a jealouſie 
in the Scorch, for then we ſhall privately ſuggelt ro 
them, that all their Liberties are ſtruck ar, and their 
native Rights will be caken from them, and hereby we 
hope we ſhall ſtir them up to a Civil War: But it all 
this will not engage them to it, then we ſhall put the 
Parliament upon ſetting up a new Court of Conſci- 
ence, taking away thereby from all the Diſſenters in 
England, that which they call a Toleration, diſabling 
them from preaching or hearing, or ſo much as having 
a Vote for a Parliament- Ma;: But if this will not 
fer them together by the Ears, that they may weaken 
one another, ſo as that we may be enabled thereby 
to reſtore your Majeſty, then we are reſolv'd as the 
moſt infallible way to accompliſh our Deſign, to per- 
ſwade the Commons to break the Union in giving an ab- 
ſoluce Toleration of Epiſcopacy in Scotland, for tho 
the Eprſcopal Clergy have a Toleration there already, 
I mean thoſe that will take the Oarhs co the Queen, yer 
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they have not ſuch a Toleration as is inconſiſtent with 
and deſtructive of their eſtabliſh'd Church, and that is 
the only thing wanting there to do our Buſineſs; for 
if once the B:ſhops in Scotland (eſpecially your Maje- 
ſties Friends) can do as they do in England, exerciſe a 
Droceſſan Juriſdiction, it will ſo directly claſh with the 
eltabliſh'd Church and their Synod, that one muſt un- 
avoidably give Way tothe other; and then we ſhall 
ask the Scotch, if the Engliſh have not hereby broke 
the Union, and left them at Liberty to {et up a King 
of their own; and who (can they expect) will be more 


| able to protect them and chaſtiſe the Perfidiouſneſs of 


the Ergliſh then your Majeſty, with the Aſiſtance of 
your moſt Chriſtian Ally ? 

I know we have meny Friends iu Scotland that 
would be glad of ſuch an Opportunity to reſtore your 
Majeſty, and if once you get ſettled there by the 
Friendſhip of the Kirk, by making them believe you 
arc bccome a true Convert to the Proteſtant Religion, 
you will have all the Proteſtants in England that are for 
Non- Reſiſtance and the Right-Line, ſet aſide their 
preſent Act of Sucreflion and make you their King al- 
ſo, and when you are firmly fix'd you may in a little 
Time make your ſelf as abſolute as you pleaſe; and 
command all their Laws to be burn'd by the Hands of 
the common Hangman, and by the Help of H- 
Church injboth Kiagdoms, new model the State, and 
then bring back again that [once] obedient People 
into the Boſom of our holy Church. 

But theſe things cannot be brought about without 
firſt dividing them by all the Methods aforcſaid, and 


by undermining the Poſſeſſor's Title, by a warm and 


moſt neat way of preaching to the People, that it is a 
damnable Sin to reſiſt their Prince upon any Pretence 
whatever, for if we can but generally perſwade them 
heartily to believe this Doctrine, they will naturally 
reflect upon their late horrid Rebellion (which the Low 
Church and Diſſenters call a Revolution) and thereup- 
on conclude, that it was a damnable Sin for them to 


reſiſt your dear Father, who (no body can deny) Wk 
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their law ful Prince, and that by the divine Right too, 
Andꝰtis plain enough we mean no other but ſuch Pr in- 
ces, for we reckon there have been none but Uſurpeis 
ſince they rehelliouſly forc'd him to leave his King - 
doms, tho* we muſt diſſemble a little now and then 
with our Enemies, and when we are call'd to an Ac- 
count for ſuch Doctrine, (for our own Safety) we are 
forced to tell them, we mean the preſent Queen allo, 
But by a little Reſerve in our Miads we intend our 
gracious Queen Mary now at St. Germains ; and in- 
deed we wonder how any can think we mean her 
whom they call their Queen, when they know our 
Principles are ſuch, that her Father held his Crown by 
a divine Right, that he could not be reſiſted upon any 
Pretence whatever, and was accountable to none but 
God, Now by what Right could E-glard then reliſt 
his. Majeſty for adopting you for his Son, and making 
you his next immediate Succeſſor, &c. Theretore ſhe 
that keeps you out of the Throne is a Uſurper, or elſe 
they that juſtifie the Title of your Siſter A? mutt 
own that heretical Doctrine, that it is lawful for a 
People to reſiſt their Kings when they (contrary to 
Laws and Coronation Oaths) overturn the Conſti— 
tution in Church and State, and illegally deſtroy their 
Subjects; but what good Catholick can hear ſuch Do- 
ctrines mention'd, wichout the utmoſt Ahhorrence ? 
For what tho' your Father for the good of the Church 
would wrong his own Daughters of their Title to the 
Crown next and immediately after his own Deceale, 
was that, or any other thing he could do a ſufficient 
Pretence for his People (and his own Daughter) to 

join with the Prince of Orange, that came to reſiſt 
him? Then, if we can but thus convince theſe He— 
reticks, that in reſiſting your Father upon any Pre- 
tence whatſoever, they were guilty of a damnable 
Sin, they will conſequently ſee of themſelves, thas 
they live in a moſt damnable Sin fo long as they keep 
your Majeſty from the Crown, which your Father 
intended for, and bequeathed to you, as the only 
Method he could chink of, to reſtore and {ecurc our 
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holy Church and to root out the Northren Hereſy, 
and that therefore they will remain as guilty and as 
liable to Damnation, *cill by calling home your Ma- 
jeſty, and dethroning her who never was, nor never 
can be Queen (unleſs you ſhould die before her inte- 
ſtate and leave no Child) I ſay they muſt needs fee 
they are in a damnable State, till by doing this they 
ſhew their Repentance, and their Readineſs to make 
what Reſtitution they can to injured Majeſty : And 
"vis well if they can he forgiven upon theſe Terms, 
for having ſin'd fo heinouſſy agaiuſt their @uſcien- 
ces, and their avowed Principles. 

For even High Church (tho none of thoſe that were 
throughly Catholick) were as guilty as any of the 
reſt, in reſiſting and driving your Father from his 
Kingdoms, upon a Pretence of his acting contrary to 
their Laws: But | have found this a very coſtly and 
hazardous Undertaking to me and my Friends; and 
have been forced to uſe Abundance of Art, and ſome- 
times ſelf. contradictions, that I might have a Hole 
to creep out at, whenever the Hereticks ſhould pre- 
tend to catch me; and when they have ſeen thro” the 
Paint, J have pleaded my having taken the Oaths to 
the Queen, and told them of many fine Things I have 
often ſaid of her: Nay, this Deſign has plung'd me into 
ſach Difficulcies, that to ſave my ſelf, I have been 
conſtrain'd ſeveral Times to call Heaven to witneſs 
to notorious Lies, and ſometimes am atraid, That this 
our glorious Delign of reſtoring your Majeſty, and 
extirpating the Northern Hereſy, will occaſion not 
only my own Ruin, but the Ruin of ſeveral of our 
Friends alſo in Great Britain. 

Lem is. Be not diſcouraged, dear Doctor, you have 
hitherto acted with zeal and uncommon Fortitude 
and pray be allured, and let the reſt of our Friends 
alſo know, That you and they, ſhall not want Men, 
Money or Arms ſo long as we have any. 

'Tis more then probable, that we muſt have made 
Peace with the prelent Poſleſſor, and her Allies, upon 
bad Terms (tous) before this, if you had not once 
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more put Life into our People, by the late Hopes you 
gave, and you rejoyce our Heart with the Proſpect 
you ſtil] give us of a Rupture in Frgland. 

We truſt nothing of Couſcicace croubles you; for 
you know, as our holy Father has given all a Diſpea- 
fation to do any thing for the good of che Church, 
and for the Converſion of Souls, ſo it is in his Power 
to forgive any Sin; tho” tis our Opinion, if you were 
to deſtroy as many Lives as we have done in this glo- 
rious Cauſe, it cannot be a Sin. 

Frmes. Go on, dear Doctor, and depend on it, 
That as ſoon as we are well ſettled on our Throne, we 
will make you Primate and Metropolitan of Great 
Britain; and the Churches in all our Dominions, ſhall 
be conformable in every Punctilio to you: They that 
belong'd to the Societies for Reformation, ſhall them- 
ſelves be reform'd by Fire, in Smithfield, as you would 
have them; and if any ſhall be ſo wicked as to differ 
from you, with Reſpe& either to Church or State, 
you ſhall have a Power, not only carry them to the 
Devil and his Angels, and their leave them in the 
Company they always took Delight to converſe with, 
bur it ſhall not be in the Power of any Man to deliver 
them from that diſmal Place, till they have made their 
Peace with you: And becauſe we think nothing too 
great, for a Perſon of your extraordinary Character 
and Worth, we further promiſe you, upon the Word 
of a King, that when the preſent Pope dies, you ſhall 
have our utmoſt Intereſt ( and that of our dear Ally 
and Patron, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty) to ſucceed 
him. That having alſo then the Keys of Heaven, 
in your keeping, you may let in and ſhut out whoin 
you pleaſe; 2nd will any Power on Earth pretend to 
reverſe or diſpute any Sentence you ſhall think fit to 
paſs? And who would not run the Hazards you are 
ſtill like to meet with in doing your Duty, when you 
have the Proſpect of ſuch Rewards? Which if you 
ſhould miſs, you would however merit the highet 
Place in Heaven, by ſuffering in ſo glorions a Canſę; 
and your Name would be recorded ia the largeſt Cha- 

racters, 
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raters, among the nobleſt Saints in our Church, and 
be had in everlaſting Remembrance. What we ſay 
to you, we would be underſtood ro intend to all our 
zealous Friends in Great Britain (of the true Catholick 
Religion) who are of equal Courage with your ſelf, 
tho? you muſt and ſhall be the firſt taken care of: But 
there are many of them that are under a Miſtake ; they 
ſcruple ſwearing to the Poſſeſſor, and by that Means 
incapacitate themſelves from doing us many Services 
which otherwiſe they might do; for notwithſtanding 
their taking the Oaths to her, we ſhall ſtill he aſſured, 
that they did not do it in the Senſe of the Words read 
to them by the Hereticks, but in a quite contrary 
Senſe, if they do but warmly apply themſelves to 
overthrow the Poſſeſſor's Title, by preaching Damna- 
tion to all thoſe that believe a Prince may be reſiſted 
upon any Pretence whatever : But as to the Opinion 
of ſome of our Friends, That we ſhould not attempt 
a Reſtoration till the Poſſeſſor dies; we cantiot ap- 
prove of that Counfel, becauſe we and our younger 
Siſter may happen 'to die betore her, and our Royal 
Father being already dead, there can be no more of us, 
and then what will become of the true Roman Catholick 
Faith in thoſe Kingdoms of ours, if once the Elector 
of Hanover get Footing there: Pray conſider this 
well, but communicate it to none of the High-Chuch, 
except to thoſe only that are altogether of our Mind 
in the Matters of Religion; as to others of the High- 
Church, that have a favourable Opinion of our holy 
Religion, and ſeem inclinable to make ſome further 
Advances towards a Reconciliatioa wich our holy 
Church, but are not fully reſolv'd ; pray aſſure them, 
that the Church ſhall always be model'd and govern'd 
as they would have it, and they ſhall be uppermoſt : 
And to gain the Love of the Low-Church, tell them 
privately, that the Elector of Hannover is a Presbyte- 
rian, and that we are really Proteſtant, and of the 


Church of England, tho* we think it not proper pub- 


lickly to own it in France, where we are under ſo ma- 
ny Obligations to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ; __ as 
don 
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ſoon as they ſhall think fit to reſtore us, we will make 
a moſt ſolemn Renunciation of the Romiſh Religion,

Thus you 
muſt accommodate us to all where you think you may 
make any Proſelites. 

Farewell dear Doctor, we wiſh you a quick and 
ſafe Return to Ezgland, and hope none of the He— 
reticks will have miſs'd you; have us kindly re- 
commended to all Friends, be as expeditious as 
Prudence will permit, in all your Manegements 
for our Service, aud let us Ar trom you as of— 
ten as you can, But in all d Compasies fo 
the future be upon the Reſerve, ſor by ſome things 
you have let ſlip you have a little too plainly dif- 
covered your being a Catholic, and it that ſhould 
be generally known, the Hereticks will ſuſpect 
every thing you pretend to ſay about the Danger 
of the Church from falſe Brethren to be ſaid with 
Deſign to ſerve us, and tho? that is and onghr to 
be your Aim, we would have none let into chat 
Secret but thoſe of them that are at leaſt enclin— 
ing to a Reconciliation with cur holy Mother the 
Church of Rome, | 

As to your Preaching, we adviſe you (till you 
have got a Parliament to your Mind) to forbear it 
for a while, except ic be privately, and then only 
to ſuch as you perfectly know Bur if the 
preſent Parliament fit again, or ſuch another bz 
choſen, and they ſhould flop the Months of our 
Friends, from preaching Damnation to all that ”
